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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been considered but 
are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the conveyor 10 and the conveyance mechanism are one and the same. In response, Examiner contends that 
conveyor 10 and the conveyance mechanism are rather two separate elements, as implied by the verified translation. The translation 
clearly states that: "Such a photovoltaic cell (c) with the tab leads (t) positioned thereon is loaded onto the conveyor 10 at the supplying 
stage BY MEANS of a conveyance mechanism (not shown) equipped with a suction pad and the like" [paragraph 19]. Regarding paragraph 
29, the translation again states that: "the photovoltaic cell (c) with the tab leads (t) positioned thereon is loaded onto the conveyor 10 at the 
supplying stage 1 1 BY MEANS of the conveyance mechanism (not shown)." Thus, Examiner maintains that what is "not shown" refers to 
the conveyance mechanism. 
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
